Dear  Mr.  Meyer: 

This  is  to  confirm  the  understanding  reached  at  our  meeting  on  February 
18,  1970,  regarding  the  alley  vacation,  dedication,  etc  at  the  corner  of 

Hendricks  and  Martin  Streets.  It  was  noted  that  you  plan  to  construct  a 
new  alley  on  the  East  side  of  your  property.  I recommended  that  the  dram 
age  from  your  new  parking  lot  be  diverted  to  this  new  alley  and  then  to 
Hendricks  Street.  The  reason  for  diverting  this  surface  water  to  the 
street  is  because  the  existing  combination  sewer  system  is  overloaded. 


You  pointed  out  that  a pole  in  the  existing  alley  - City  Light  ^ 1/718 
falls  in  the  middle  of  your  proposed  new  alley  and  then  lore  would  re- 
quire moving.  By  copy  of  this  letter.  I am  advising  the  City  Light 
officials  and  they  can  contact  you  to  complete  these  moving  arrangements.
